In its most definite form the story is as 
follows: Documents recently seized by 
the British in Ireland cevealed that two, 
{some sey three, men had already landed 
‘or were about tq land in France from

" purpose of killing the British Premier 
‘during his visit. to Paris. This ‘infor- 
‘ yoation ‘was communicated to Paris, and 
the dragnet was first of all put out in 
the port towns of Havre and Cherbourg. 
Nothing was discovered,-so a series of 
raids on a big scale has been undertaken 
in Paris. It is suggested~that' the real 
purpose of the recent huge round-up in 
Dublin was to obtain further ‘details of 
the alleged plot. 
The character of the raigs in Paris is 
adduced as further evidence. Nominally 
' their purpose is to cleanse the city of 
i low class or criminal foreigners, desert- 
ers, &c., but it is pointed out that many 
of the establishments raided are fre- 
quented by a, different class of visitors. 
For instance, thé Café/de Rotonde, at 
Montparnasse, is a Well-known resort of 
bohemian visitors from every country. 
“Painters, writers, musicians and sculp- 
tors sit reverently at the table once 
xreserved for Picasso and other modernist 
leaders, Yét once or twice recently 
every one in the Rotonde has been taken 
‘to the police station and forced to show 
papers... Another plabe raided was. the 
famous night-resort Au Pére Tranquille, 
_« near the ‘Central’ Markets, wheré revelers 
go for onion soup and Welsh rabbit after 
the Montmartre dancing halls are closed.

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Seeretary of State Now Talk 
_ Openly for Root. 


FALL TO: INFORM HARDING 


Daugherty Also Counted On— 
Some ‘Senators Pressing to 
‘Put Hoover i in Cabinet.

WASHINGTON; Jan. 21.—Opposition 
among Republican Senators to) the ap- 
pointment of Charles E. Hughés as Sec- 
retary of Stdte has assumed such pro- 
portions that. it is now described as a 
‘revolt.’ Since Saturday, when the 
Senators received word that convinced 
them that Président-elect Harding had 
selected: Hughes for the place there has 
been growing . dissatisfaction over the 
choice. . For several. days they managed 
to keep ‘their state-of mind from becorm- 
ing known, but now that it —— they 
are not as retlcent. 

All ators. who. preferred Senator 
Knox or Dayid Jayne Hill for Secretary 
of: State .afe now apparenily” concen- 
trating efforts-in behalf of Elihu: Root, 
because. ‘they, believe’ that) Root! is the- 
only man to whom . Mr. Harding will 
turn if he fs sufficiently impressed ‘with 
the opposition ‘to Hughes to erase his 
Name from the tentative Cabinet slate. 
They are,looking for an early indication 
‘#3 to. whéther the Adee tec Nea 
tthues t6 stick to Hughes. This exp 
tion seems to. be based on the fact that {. 
Senators. Fall ‘and Frélinghuysen and 
Harry M. Daugherty wilk in ‘Florida 
with Harding and will, be, able to give 
him an understanding of the feeling, in 
the Senate concerning Hughes. 


Only Two Senators Tavor Hughes. 

Senator Frelinghuysen is believed to 
be the strongest supporter that Hughes 
has in the Senate. One Republican mem- 
ber of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions is said to be favorable to-the ap- 
pointment of Hughes but is not enthu- 
giastic about it.; These are the only 
ones, it is said, who would be satisfied 
with the choice. . 

Senator Fall has been strong for Root 
and he now has the support of most of 
his associates in the Senate. He is a 
member of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations and is generally regarded as» 
the  President-elect’s cloneat friend 
among. the Senators. 

Of the other Republican members of 
the committee, Lodge, McCumber, Bo- 
reh, Brandegee, Knox, Johnson, New and 
Moses,‘ a majority, are irreconcilables 
on the League of. Nations; and so were 
not favorableto the appointment of Root 
as Secretary of State.. His desire to 
preserve the structure of the present 
League in the organization of. any new 
“ jation did not please them. But

ally, and while it cannot be said that all 
the.4rreconcilables are behind the move; 
ment for Root, it is obvious that he has 
suffielent support in the Senate to make

Apparently-the Senators here look to 
Fall, Frelinghuysen and Daugherty -to 
tell the President-elect that the appoint- 
ment of Hughes. would cause extreme 
dissatisfaction in the Senate and also to 
many party leaders; When Mr. Daugh- 
erty was here just before his departure 
for Florida he had thé. opportunity of 
learning sentiment on Cabinet possibili- 
ties.

John D. Rockefeller Jr. gave $1,000, 000 
to the proposed $33, 000,000 found for-the 
relief of the destitute womten and chil- 
dren of Europe at the annual dinner of 
the Young Men’s Bible Class of the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist Church at the 
Hotel McAlpin last. night. 

Announcement of r. .Rockefeller’s; 
\gift was made by Herbert Hoover, head 
of ‘the American Relief Administration, 
after-a speech. by Mr. Hoover describ- 
ing-conditions ‘in Europe and after a 
dramatic scene, in -which the members 
of the Bible Class insisted upont making 
contributions to the fund on the spot. 

Mr. Hoover said later that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s ‘contribution was his own indi- 
vidual. and personal gift and was not 
in any-part his father’s’or a benefaction 
of the Rockefeller. Foundation. or any 
Rockefeller. organization: The anhounce- 
ment of the gift was,cheered enthusias- 
tically. The~ members of the class 
jumped to their feet and ~pplauded Mr. 
Rockefeller, who seemed embarrassed 
by the demonstration. 

After Mr. Hoover had finished his 
speech Mr. Rockefeller suggested that a 
contribGtion for the. fund’ be’ taken at 
the regular meeting of the Bible class

The’ latter smiled, 
rapped for order and made his apnounce- 
ment. 

Before  stagyentlig contributions to the 
European Relief Fund, Mr. Rockefeller 
said he envied his father only one thing. 
“I do not~envy him his mother, al- 
though she wag a wonderful woman, be- 
cause I bad a wonderful mother,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I do not envy him his wife, my 
mother, because I have ,the best wife 
in the world. 1 do not envy him his 
children, three daughters to say noth- 
ing of a son, because I have the six best 
children in the world. But I do envy 
him the necessity he had to make his 
rway in the ‘world. J have never known 
what that was.”’ 


Hoover Complains of Slow Collections. 


“Mr. Hoover in his speech said he sim- 
ply was not getting the money for 
his ‘‘ starving children in Europe.’’ He 
contrasted America’s. food supply for 
eighteen months ahead and. a harvest 
coming in nine months with the misery | &

Wi M. COLEMAN LEAPS 
TO DEATH IN CAPITAL 


New York Attorney Jumps From 
Tenth-Story Window of 
Washington Hotel. 


WAS THERE ON BUSINESS 


Left Note. Bequeathing His 
Property to His Wife——No 
Cause for Suicide Revealed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—William M. 
Coleman of 30 Church Street and 1 West 
Highty-ninth Street, Manhattan, general 
ecunsel for the Hudson and Manhattan 
Railroad, committed suicide this after- 
noon by leaping from the tenth story of 
the Powhatan Hotel, Highteenth and 
Pennsylvania Avenue, not far from the 
White House. ‘ Death was instantaneous. 
Mr. Coleman left a note, in the form of 
a brief will, bequeathing everything to 
his wife. 

The date of the will was Jan. 18, which 
leads the authorities here to believe that 
he had contemplated suicide for several 
days. Written.on a Western Union tele- 


graph blank, it reads: ’ 
. I hereby assign and transfer and set over 
unto my wife, Ljwian W, Coleman, all the 
property, real, perenne and mixed, ot 
went =“ mOVILLIAM M. COLEMAN. 
Mr.-Coleman came here yesterday with 
F. H. Sellick, Controller of the Hudson 
and: Manhattan Railroad, to look after 
some routine business for. the road with 
the United States Railroad Administra- 
tion,-whose building is opposite the Pow- 
hatan Hotel. When they registered they 


were ‘assigned toa, we on the tenth 
floor. , 


Complained of Not ———— Well. 


Mr. Sellick said tonight that Mr. Cole- 
man had given no indication of intend- 
ing to take his life. He bad complained 
of not feeling well, but had not statcu 
the nature of.his illness. ‘ \ 

Early this afternoon Mr. Coleman and 


Mr. Sellick went for a walk, going into 
Potomac Park as far as _ the Lincoln 
Memorial. They retirned’ to the hotel 
about lunch time. Mr. SellicR sug- 
gested *5533 but Mr. Coleman, de- 
claring he did pot feel like eating, went 
his room.

noticed the crowd {in front of the hotel, 
but paid no attention to it. He went up 
to Mr. Coleman's suite, found his hat 
and coat in the room and went back to 
investigate. He saw the dead body of 
Mr. Coleman on the sidewalk and ident?-

The dead man’s papers were all in per- 
fect order. They were taken in charge 
by ‘the police and will beheld until

Free Thinker Who Led Method- 


ist Flock Had $3,400 in Pock- 
ets When Arrested.

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—Guy Kyle, *‘ In- 
tellectual,’’ and leading Free Thinker of 
Mount Vernon, Ill., was held under 
heavy guard in his home tonight, fol- 
lowing the recovery of $185,000 of $212,- 
000 in cash, stolen last Friday when four 
registered mail sacks were lifted from 
a truck at the rear of the Mount Vernon 
Post Office. Kyle, who. uses the title 
‘* Reverend,’’ was formerly pastor of the 
Mount Vernon Free Methodist Church. 

An egg crate containing $100,000 in 
bills. was discovered in the attic of 
Kyle’s home. A box holding $75,000 in 
neatly wrapped: packages rewarded a 
raid on the loft of one of Kyle’s auto- 
mohile repair shops. About $1,600 in 
currency was found in his second garage 
and $3,400 of the loot was taken from 
his pockets, 


Late tonight Kyle led postal inspectors {| 


back to the garage and. disclosed the 
hiding place of $5,300 in additional bank 
notes. .He admitted complicity in the 
robbery, but refused -to divulge the 
names of his companions, 

Federal agents combed the town to- 
night for some trace of approximately 
$27,000 in non-negotiable. securities 
which, they assert, may have been de- 
stroyed by Kyle and his accomplices 
after the robbery. No further arrests 
had been made at alate hour tonight, 
althotgh the postal authorities do not 
believe the robbery could have been 
carried out by Kyle alone.

Detroit Provides’ $250,000 to Ald 
Unermnployed—-More Rallroad

MONTREAL, Jan. 21.— The second 
demonstration by unemployed men seek- 
ing free food. within eighteen hours was 
{made here this morning, when between 
150 and 200 men walked into Walton’s 
uptown restaurant; at “St. Catherine 

Peel Streets.. As was the case last 
night at Childs’s downtown store, the 
management acquiesced and" the meén 
»were fed, : 

At first, when -they crowded to the 
counters and demanded that they be fed, 
the counter foreman told the men that 
he could give them nothing, as the man- 
ager was out. This seemingly angered 
the men, and threats were heard. 

At this juncture A. Rouse, manager of 
the ‘branch, arrived and ordered the 
countermen to supply a bowl of soup, 


doughnuts to each man. The raiders 
formed in orderly lines at the counters 
and received their food. 

At noon the management requested the 
police to clear the premises so that the 
regular lunch trade would not be inter- 
fered with, and Lieutenant Gregoire 
appealed to the men to leave, as 
otherwise the company would lose its 
regular customers. The men passed out 
onto St. Catherine Street. As each man 
left the door he was searched for weap- 
ons, but none was found, according to 
the police, and no arrest was made. 

Prepared for Possible Trouble. 


Civic officers admit that they expect 
trouble of a more serious nature: later 
and are taking due steps to handle any 
emergency. 

Managers of the raided restaurants 
took: their trials calmly and-good hu- 
moredly.. They seemed to be thankful 
for small mercies, such as that the rush 
on, their premises and their food sup- 

es aid not occur at the busiest hour, 
and that the hungry participants be- 
haved comparatively well, there. being 
practically no rowdyism or other seri- 
ous disturbances. | 

Approximately fifty policemen, the 
majority of the city’s reserves, were 
turned out at 1:45 this afternoon as a 
preventative measure when the third 
demonstration of the unemployed since 
last evening and the second today oc- 
curred in the vicinity of the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel. 

The men who had raided Walton's 
lunch room had returned to the head- 
quarters of the Unemployed Ex-Service 
Men’s Association on St. James Street 
when they found that Colonel Gaudet,’ 
Director of Public-‘Safety, had persuaded 
some of their number to go to work 
on the snow in the vicinity of Moun- 
tain and Sherbrooke Streets West. - 

‘While the men were discussing whether 
they should work or not, loads of shovels 
“and picks in automobiles and sleighs 
arrived from the city yards at Mountain 
and St. Antoine Streets. ‘With these came 
Michael O’Toole, foreman of thé yards, 
who offered work to all who would 
take it. 

Some of the men promptly began 
shoyeling, put others wandered along 
Sherbrooke Street to the vicinity of the 
Linton Apartments, where a large meet- 
ing was held in the street. Here again 
leaders urged the men not to accept 
work at the small wages offered of 3244 
cents an hour. y 

Police» Cheek Parade, - 


In front’ of the ‘Ritz-Carlton another 
demonstration took place, and it was 
at the: conclusion of this that police 
patrols loaded with:men hurried. up. 
The police.formed at the corner of 
Drummond and Sherbrooke Streets, but 
the parade broke up. : 

Some: of the men kept: at work on 
the snow piles, but it was estimated 
that two-thirds of the unemployed pa- 
raders refused to work. 

E.R. Decary, Chairman of the Ad- 
ministrative Commission, announced at 
noon today that ,the civic authorities 
were taking decisive action to check any 
disorders’ arising. from unemployment.

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BERLIN, Jan. 21.—With the white 
shoulder straps on their prison clothes 
designating persons accused of murder, 
two tall, slender men, aged 32 and 25, 
respectively, appeared today in the 
Berlin Criminal Court, where they were 
released from their handcuffs,’ while 
simultanéously heavy chains were fixed 
around their ankles to prevent their es- 
cape.

mil, the elder brother, appeared to be 
too proud to deny any accusations and 
would not plead for mercy. When asked 
by the presiding Judge to tell.the story 
of his life, he astonished everybody prés- 
ent by eloquencé, cleverness ‘and com- 
placency far above his education. He’ 
never‘ permitted the Judge to interrupt 
— but went on unabashed with his

“Attack Near Dublin—Ambush 
Party Captured.

DUBLIN, Jan. 21.—During Thursddy 
hight and the hours of yesterday: morn- 
ing ‘some half dozen police barracks 
‘were attacked by men in different parts 
of Tipperary. In each case the. at- 
tackers, the official reports state, were 
beaten ott without casualties, being sus- 
tained by the’ police. 

The scenes of the attacks were Gold- 
ing’s Cross, Templemore district, at- 
tacked with rifle fire and bombs; Ballin- 
aire and Killenaule, where between 200 
and, 150 men took. part; Dovea, Holy 
Cross .and Sherry, Thuries ‘district, 
where each — was relieved. 

A — ambushers was surprised 
by auxiliaries on the: outskirts of Dub- 
lin this morning. ter ah exchange of 
shots and a chase ‘over fields five were 
arrested, one being badly wounded. The 
official report states: . 

* At 11:20 o’clock a ‘military lorry 
was ambushed on Drum- 
ondra. Road in ‘the, vicinity. of the 
bridge over the River Tolka. A party 
of auxiliaries’ immediately arrived on 
the; scene, and captured five ambushers, 
all of whom were in possession of arms 
and bombs.. One of the ambushers was 
badly -wounded. The Crown forces suf- 
fered no casualties.’’ 

This account is supplemented by other 
information which has come to hand. 
When the R. I. C.-lorry was proceeding 
at a fast:pace from Gormanstown, bombs 
wer@thrown. It was subsequently found 
that a wall near the Petty Sessions 
House had been-loopholed, and it is stat- 
ed that a store of bombs was found. 
Two cars of auxiliaries came on the 
scene to be supported later by an ar- 
mored. car. Men were seen running 
across some neighboring allotments, and 
as one section of auxiliaries had taken 
up positions on the road nearly parallel 
to the. spot ambushed, the fugitives 
seem to have run into the armis of their 
captors. It is alleged that the captured 
— were loaded with dumdum bul- 
ets. 


Fox .Hunters Fired On. 


CORK, Jan. 21.—Six men armed with 
revolvers. yesterday attempted to pre- 
vent the meet of the United Hunt in 
the Mallow district of Cork. Major 
Watt, hunt master, ignored the demand 
of the raiders to witharaw his hounds 
from the cover which was being drawn 
and galloped away followed, by mem- 
bers ‘of - the hunt, including many 
women. Shots were fired, but the fox 
was drawn and the anary revolver men 
were left standing as the hunt swept 
eff in pursuit. : 

A. F. Sharman-Crawford, Justice of 
the Peace and a wellknown Cork 
brewer, was arrested on Thursday by 
the military in consequence of some 
ammunition being found. in the safe 
in his office. He has since been re- 
leased: L. E. Filuffey,. accountant at 
the brewery, who was found to be in 

session of a loaded ‘revolver, is still 
etained. Both are well-known Union- 
ists and the report of their arrest was 
at first received with incredulity in 
Cork. « 

Sergeant Bloxham was killed and Head 
Constable Larkeh -was wounded in an 
ambush near Waterfall, five miles from 
Cork, this mcee pe. As the two police 
officers -were cycling along Waterfall 
Road they were fired at from behind. a 
fence. suryesnt Bloxham -must have 
been killed instantly. Though wotnded 
Larken rode on and succeeded in get- 
ting to BaHincollin barracks. No trace 
of the assailants hasbeen discovered. 


Reprisals Carried Out Near Dublin. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 21 (Associated Pitess).— 
After the ambuscade at. Glenwood-(near 
Dublin) on Thursday, armed forces in- 
vaded: the village of Six Mile Bridge, 
the 400 inhabitants of which were lying 
awake, fearing reprisals. Four homes 
of leading shopkeepers were burned.or 
demolished. Likewise great destruction 
was wrought on some farms in the 
neighborhood. 


CORK, Jan. 21.—An Englishman 
named Femparies, who with his wife 
and eight children lived over a shop 
destroyed by the military yesterday, 
said today that he was not allowed to 
remove anything, not even wearing ap- 

rel, before the building was blown up. 
He declared this ‘was in contradiction 
to the statement made by the officials 
that time would be given for removal 
of effects.

IRISH WOMEN HEARD. — 
| ‘ON HOME TROUBLES 
Charges of Fostering Intolerance 
and Destroying Industry Made 
Against British. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The British 
‘Government’ is. fostering réligious \in- 
tolerance and suppressing industry ~ in 
Ireland: in an effort~ to. prevent. self- 
determination, .Miss Louie Bennett, a 
Protestant. woman’ from Dublin, today 
told’ the unofficial commission. investi- 
gating conditions in Ireland. Miss Ben- 
nett said attacks were made by the 
British military on Catholic’ Qhurches 
and on nuns and priests~with the in- 
tention of reviving the spirit of religious 
intolerance as between’ Catholic and 
Protestant with the view of. preventing 
Irish opinion from’ uniting. 

In discussing her charges of the sup- 
pression of industry, which, she asserted, 
involved the question of the satisfactory 
solution of internal problems, the wit- 
ness ‘described the destruction of 
creameries- and other co-operative. in- 
dustries. It was.‘‘ a ridiculously foolish 
policy,’’ she‘ said, ‘‘ which permitted 
the destruction of an industry that could 
sell butter cheaply to the English people 
who now are forced to pay exorbitant 
prices.’’ 

Testimony.in support of Miss Ben- 
nett’s charges was also given by Miss} 
Caroline M. Townshend. Both are mem- 
bers of the Irish Women’s Internatiénal 
League, and they. presented letters and 
documents in support of their charges. 
Some of the letters, Miss Bennett said, 
were from business men of Belfast, and 
she added that. their lives would bein 
danger should their names be published 
in this connection. * 

Miss Bennett told of two recent al- 
feged forcible entrances into Dublin 
nunneries, one. of which was of an ex- 
clusive, Catholic .order which ‘excluded 
even relatives_of the nuns from, visiting 
the building, allowing communication 
only through iron-barred doors. 

Miss Townshend testified regarding 
the. withdrawal of local grants. These 
grants, from taxes paid by the Irish, 
she said, had been ‘ doled out by Eng- 
land’’ to support hospitals, asylums 
and similar institutions, but now are 
being -used to pay’ members of British 
armed forces for injury or damage suf- 
fered as result of .“‘ malicious-injury ”’ 
doné. by Irish people, 95 

Policemen have been solemnly 
awarded hundreds of pounds of this 
money held back from our hospitals 
and asylums,’’ Miss. Bennett said, also 
in diseussing the. subject, ‘because of 
kicks in the shins received or alleged to 
have been received, while arresting a

ATTACK MEAT "REGULATION. 


Senatoreé Sherman and Fernald 
Want Packing Industry Let Alone.

‘Senator Sher- 
man, charging that the commission’s 
criticisms of the, “‘ big five ’’. packers 
had injured their export trade, declared 
that a copy of one of the commission’s 
.reports got into the hands of the British 
Board of: Trade months’ beforé it was 
made public in this country. 

A substitute for the Gronna bill was- 
introduced by Senator Sterling, Repub- 
lican, of South ‘Dakota, propos ng trans- 
fer of Government regulation of the 
meat industry to the- Federal Frade 
Commission instead of the new Live- 
stock Commission provided in the Gron- 
na- bill, dt provided for less Federal

THE PRESIDENT’S RIGHT TO RE- 
PUSE INFORMATION. 

Representative Wettr of Ohio has 
introduced. a bill . which provides, 
among other things, that the Presi- 
dent, when he submits to the Senate 
nominations of Federal Judges, shall 
also submit the names of the persohs 
who have recommended the appoint- 
$e | ments to him. Mr, We.ty is a Dem- 
ocrat. It is curious that he. has for- 
gotten GrovER CLEVELAND’s famous 
message of March 1, 1886, in which 
occurred the long memorable phrase, 
“innocuous desuetude.'’ Various 
committees in the Senate and finally 
the Senate itself had been bothering 
the heads of departments with re- 
quests for information why certain 
officials had been suspended during 
its recess, and asking for ‘‘ all docu- 
ments and papers’’ in. reference to 
such suspensions. 

‘Mr. CLEvELAND told the Senate it 
had no right to the papers and docu- 
ments it asked for, and no right ‘* by 
‘‘ the aid of any documents whatever, 
‘* save through the judicial process of 
‘* trial on impeachment, to review or 
“* reverse the acts of the Executive in 
** the suspension, during the recess of 
‘*the Senate, of Federal officials.’’ 
In a characteristic passage he sald: 

The requests and demands which by 
the score have for nearly three 
months been presented to the differ- 
ent departments of the Government, 
whatever may be their form, have but 
one. complexion. They assume the 
right of the Senate to sit in judg- 
ment upon the exercise of my -exclu- 
dive discretion and Executive function 
for which I am solely responsible to 
the people from whom I have so 
lately received the sacred trust of 
office. My oath to support and de- 
fend the Constitution, my duty to the 
people who have chosen me to exe- 
eute the powers of their great office 
and not to. relinquish them, and my 
duty to the Chief Magistracy, which 
I must preserve unimpaired in all its 
dignity and vigor, compel me to re- 
fuse compliance with these demands. 








This is as true of appointments as 
of suspensions. It is the constitu- 
tional power of the President to make 
appointments. The information: and 
the reasons by which he is guided in 
making them are none of the Senate’s 
business. The Senate must determine 
for itself the fitness of the nominee, 
and confirm or reject him. It must 
do its constitutional duty indepen- 
dently as the President has done his. 
He is not answerable to it for the 
grounds of his determinations and ac- 
tions. It,is queer to find a Democrat 
of 1921 in about the same political- 
intellectual condition as the Repub- 
licans who passed the Tenure of 
Office act in 1867. 








THE CLOTHING “CONSPIRACY.” 

Whether -or not the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers are engaged in 
an unlawful combination and con- 
spiracy,” as the clothing manufac- 
turers have formally charged, there 
is abundant evidence that what they 
purpose is ‘‘ wrésting and seizing” 
the industry from its owners. 

According to the preamble of their 
coxstitution, their object is to "* put 
** the organized working class in actual 
“* control of the system of produc- 
** tion,” to the end .that it shall ‘‘ be 
ready to take possession of it.” <A 
multitude of books and: pamphlets 
which chronicle their. achievements 
and urge. their ‘aims breathe the 
same spirit. .Their endeavors have 
been unceasing to inspire the steel 
workers and the textile workers with 
a similar purpose. And now, in the 
effort to hold the strikers together, 
they are preaching the doctrine in all 
its nakedness. The Evening Post of 
yesterday quotes a speaker as reciting 
the preamble of the constitution and 
declaring that the unio: would never. 
give it up. He added: ‘‘ We are go- 
‘* ing to move heaven and earth to 
‘educate our people that they and 
**they alone are the owners of the 
‘* industry, and not.the idlers and 
** loafers at our backs. The workers 
**in Russia have found it out, Gop 
“bless them!” This speaker was 
none other than ABRAHAM I. SHIPLA- 
corr, manager of the joint board of 
the clothing workers and socialistic 
Alderman of Brooklyn, 

Whether all this constitutes an un- 
lawful conspiracy may safely be left 
to the courts. That there is any real 
danger that the clothing workers will 
accomplish their purpose, now or 
hereafter, will be admitted by few sane 
observers. Not only the vast major- 
ity of Americans are set against such 
madnéss, but the American Federation 
of Labor itself stands wunalterably 
against Bolshevism tn all. its forms. 
No one knows better than the skilled 
workman what is implied: in ‘* indus- 
trial democracy.” .-The real danger is 
not to our traditional institutions, to 
ingrained Americanism, but to the 
clothing workers themselves. ‘ 

By their strike the clothing workers 
are gradually weakening the industry. 
For the sake of impossible demands 
they are not only suffering in the 
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LENINISM IN ITALY. 

‘The process ‘of unification of the 
working class against. its capitalistic 
oppressors goes on. At the congress 
of the Italian Socialist Party the fac- 
tion which favored whole-hearted ac- 
ceptance of the blood-and-iron policy 
‘of the Third International got only 
about one-third of the votes. In con- 
sequence it. seceded, leaving Mr. 
Turati’s moderate group, which is 
opposed to all the doctrines ‘of Mos- 
cow, to fight for the control of the 
party machinery with a middle-of- 
the-road faction which would ratify 
with reservations. : 

The process was lately reversed in 
France, where the. extremists got a 
majority and obtained control of some 
at least of the party machinery, but 
at the price of seeing the moderates 
walk out. So it goes in Germany, 
in Bohemia, in America. LENIN, as 
always, is thoroughly consistent. He 
proved in Russia that Bolshevism 
could be put into effect by a small 
group, provided its members were 
well disciplined and thoroughly deter- 
mined—and willing to use machine 
guns. Rather than a large party of 
many elements, some of which take 
seriously old and outworn Marxian 
doctrines about the proletariat, he 
prefers for his work abroad a small 
and easily controllable faction which 
has no,doubts and which is convinced 
that only the tiny minority of right 
thinkers is truly proletarian. What 
accomplishments may ultimately be 
set down to the credit of Bolshevist 
leaders wé do not know as yet, but 
it looks as if their first achievement 
whl be the destruction of Socialism. 








IDEALS AND PRACTICES. 

All philosophic optimists toiling in 
the newspaper field will be encouraged 
and sustained by the words of Pres- 
ident-elect W. G. Harpina, spoken to 
President Scorr of the Northwestern 
University, who went to Marion to 
consult Mr. Harpina ‘‘ about helping 
to open the Joseph Medill School of 
‘* Journalism.” President ScoTr re- 
grets that he failed ‘‘ to make ade- 
quate mental note” of all that Mr. 
Harpina said, but the adjuration to 
nobler things which we here quote 
‘* found place ’”’ in his memory: 

The American press has not lived 
up to its responsibilities in molding the 
thought of the people. It has limited 
itself too much to dispensing sensa- 
tional news and to making money. It 
has been influenced more by com- 
mercial agencies than by ethical. 
standards. It is very important that 
all available agencies should combine 
to elevate not only the ideals but also 
the practices of the American press. 

These are words of cheer and. uplift. 
It stimulates ambition to be told that 
the American press has not lived up to 
tts responsibilities in molding public 
thought. If perfection were already 
attained, what would aspiration feed 
on? It might be urged that before 
uttering. these thoughts Mr. Harpino 
should have broadened his field ‘of 
study. He declares that the Amer- 
ican press ‘‘ has limited itself too 
‘‘much to dispensing sensational 
** news and to making money.” The 
obvious comment would be that per- 
haps his observation has been too 
much limited—possibly to the local 
field. Great numbers of American 
newspapers have inculpated them- 
selves under the second charge—that 
of making money—by making it their 
policy to print news. that is vital, 
essential, important, eschewing mere 
sensationalism. But retorts get us 
nowhere. Newspapers earnestly striv- 
ing after the good, the true and the 
beautiful showld seek to find their 
profit in Mr. Harprna's reproof. 

What we all need is a model, a 
newspaper that will embody the ideal 
of Mr. Harprna, abstaining from prac- 
tices he deplores. For this high office 
we nominate The Marion Star, not 
by reason of its present lofty attain- 
ments, but because of its opportuni- 
ties. Some colleges’ give, at gradua- 
tion, a prize to the student who has 
shown the greatest general Improve- 
ment. The prize rarely goes to the 
most brilliant; the judgment of the 
Faculty more often awards it to somé 
young man who, on entering college, 
was a poor, unlicked cub of no promise 
whatever, but whose steady and 
notable rise through the four years of 
the course has carried him furthest 
from the starting point. On that 
principle The Marion Star, moving to- 
ward the Harding ideal with the 
velocity of nebula 584 (Dreyer), may 
presently shine with the effulgence of 
Betelguese to an observer eleven miles 
away. Mr. Harpraa, though at pres- 
ent‘ following an avocation, {s gn 
editor. It is generally belteved that 
he has considerable influence in the 
office of The It {is a paper, good 
as it is, that offers room for {mprove- 
ment. For instance, it does not sub- 
scribe to the service of The Associated 
Press. The dispatches of that organi- 
zation would make it a better news- 
paper. It is surprising that an editor 
solicitous for the employment of all 
“* available agencies " for the elevation 
of the press should so long have 
neglected this opportunity to lay the 
foundation stone of a news structure. 
Mr. Harpina regrets that the Amer- 
ican press ‘‘ has been influenced by 
** commercial agencies rather than by 
** ethical standards,.”” In many cases 
this is true, we fear. The Marion 
Star, for Instance, yields too much to 





the commercial allurement. It pub- 
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pup with. a fierce, o’ermastering jump 
if those announcements were, on 
principle, ‘excluded from The Star. , 
Right there in’ Marion, it seems to 
us, a monument of triumphant ideal- 
ism might be set up in the view of 
all newspapers of the country. Ethics 
would swing her bonnet for joy, re- 
sponsibility would swell with the pride 
of being, for once, lived up to, the 
public thought would be filled with a 
sense of se¢urity in finding a new 
guide, and commercialism hand in 
hand with sensationalism would rush 
down the first steep place to the sea 
and be choked. The whole press of 
America would be lifted up and The 
Marion Star would be the better for it.

INCREDIBLE CHARGES. 

Legislative and Congressional inves- 
tigating committees often appear to 
inflict cruel and unusual punishments. 
They give audience and publicity to 
severe and odious charges against 
public men. The accusation goes on 
the wings of the Wind before there is 
any chance for denial or refutation. 
This seems to be one of the unavoid- 
able evils of what is, on the whole, 
a useful proceeding. 

.There is, however, 2 kind of rough 
popular justice upon which those 
falsely accused may depend. The pub- 
lic {gs not so gullible as to fail to 
know that some charges are on their 
face incredible. Of this sort were the 
intimations that Mr. Scuwas.had been 
fobbing off swollen accounts of per- 
sonal expenses upon the Government. 
Every sensible man knew that this 
could not be true. Of whatever else Mr. 
ScuwaB might be guilty, he could not 
have displayed a mean, money-grub- 
bing spirit. The very Chairman of 
the committee insisted at the time 
that the whole thing must have been 
a mistake in bookkeeping, or some- 
thing of that kind, and that it was ab- 
surd to suppose that Mr. ScHWAB 
could have been profiting in an, under- 
hand way from his war work for the 
Government. That, indeed, was the 
general belief, even before Mr. SCHWAB 
appeared before the committee to make 
his indignant denial. 

The fact is that there is such a 
thing as character too well and too 
long. established to be destroyed by 
aspersions made in this way, even if 
they seem to have prima-facie sup- 
port. When people have had the op- 
portunity to judge a man like Mr. 
Scuwas, they are not going to give 
easy credence to stories inconsistent 
with all that is known about him. 
They may hurt his sensibilities, but 
he ought to rest assured that they 
cannot harm him in the public esti- 
mation. / . 











NEW JERSEY VS. NEW YORK. 

Secretary Baker decides that the 
preservation of the harbor makes it 
necessary to evict leading steamship 
lines from their pier accommodations 
in Manhattan. From that statement 
of the case it is hard to dissent, but 
the statement leaves something more 
to be said. Until the decision was 
made there was no public knowledge 


‘| that the harbor was suffering from the 


constructions which facilitated com- 
merce in the same degree that their re- 
moval will discommode it. ‘' Tidal 
velocity ’’ has not been complained of, 
and channels are no more obstructed 
by pferheads than by the projections 
of steamships beyond the piers which 
are too short to accommodate them 
and do not protect them from col- 
lision. A considerable island has 
been created in the harbor for the 
benefit of the War Department, with- 
out raising such scruples as forbid 
the accommodation of steamships on 
Manhattan Island, for the benefit of 
both the city and the port. The War 
Department took over for war pur- 
poses the pier which was constructed 
during the extensions of time for the 
removal of the objectionable pro- 
jections riverward, and the Shipping 
Board covets the pier now that peace 
releases it for trade. The Secretary 
thinks that, if channel encroachments 
are necessary, equity requires that they 
should be allowed.on the New Jersey 
rather than on the New York side, be- 
cause the Palisades, or Bergen Hill, 
obstruct extension of. piers landward. 
No. tenderness for New York is re- 
flected in the Secretary's letter, which 
makes a permanent decision while con- 
ditions are abnormal and altering fast. 
It would seem that, since several ex- 
tensions have been granted without 
complaint or detriment, one more or 
less, while conditions were becoming 
normal, would harm nobody. There is 
a tendency to shorten steamships to 
piers, rather than to extend piers to 
berth steamships of extraordinary 
length, and the situation might. clear 
itself without grievance to anybody 
with a little more delay. Also, there is 
a well-considered plan for the unifica- 
tion of the port which would reconcile 
the interests of the two sides of the 
harbor, and allow matters like this to 
be settled by authority more congenial 
to local and commercial interests than 
a War Department whose jurisdiction 
is rather legal than natural or local: 
New York has no objection; and would 
be ‘heard to make no objection, to any 
betterment of New Jersey accommoda- 
tions to steamships, either indepen-. 
dently or according to a plan for the 
symmetrical and equitable develop- 
ment of the harbor. 
Jersey procures the eviction’ of steam- 
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doing more detriment to channels than 
any piers, and yielding no real good to. 
anybody, not even to New Jersey.

For- 
eign countries are very, actively engaged 
in improving the methods of producing 
colors now in use and in developing new 
and Superior colors. Our industry’ has 
to face and meet. the’ demand of the 
ultimate user for the best obtainable in 
the way of dyestuffs both as to their 
fastness and practicability for use. 

A high tariff on dyes that would allow 
the American manufacturers to operate 
at a profit would, it would. seem tu us, 
be. ‘entirely {n order; but an embargo 
or licensing feature ties the manufac- 
turer's hands and prevents him from en- 
joying the use of products not made 
and unobtainable here from American 
manufacturers of dyes. The Longworth 
dill would not only make for stultifying 
the ingenuity. and desire of the Ameri- 
can manufacturer to produce the best 
types of colors obtainable, as it would 
remove such competition, but work a 
tremendous hardship on American in- 
dustry, inasmuch as the mills would be 
unable to offer the public goods as well 
dyed, both as regards fastness and shade 
of color, as their foreign competitors, 
who would enjoy the use of products 
that the Americans would be debarred 
from. 

As we look at it, the licensing feature, 
which is virtually an embargo, is in a 
way a dog-in-the-manger attitude; for 
the manufacturer would be prevented 
from obtaining and using colors which 
he certainly would need to meet foreign 


competition, colors that the American 
dyestuff manufacturer could not pro- 
duce for him. In other words, the Amer- 
ican manufacturer would be preventing 
the textile manufacturer from obtaining 
dyes which he must have to meet foreign 
competition, and the American manu- 
facturer of dyes being unable to supply 
the special dyes wanted would only be 
hurting his customers’ business without 
gain’ to himself. 
Competition is the life of trade and 
the American dyestuff industry must 
b revel into the position where it can 
ffer-to the trade the best obtkinable 
dyes and in mefchantable quantities, 
and it never ‘will reach that position 
by hurting their customers’ business’ by 
a licensing system such as is outlined 
in. the Longworth bill.

Objections to the Governor’s 
forcement Program. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ' 

The writer is one of the many Re- 
publicans who are strongly opposed to 
Governor Miller’s prohibition message. 
It was a sort of second Volstead mani- 
festo. The explanation may be the one 
openly stated by Senator James J. 
Walker—that the Governor did not him- 
self believe his message, but was merely 
thus redeeming the campaign pledge 
forced upon him by the prohibition 
lobby! 

In his Andersonian arraignment of the 
prevailing violations of the Volstead law 
the Governor utterly ignores two promi- 
nent facts; First, that this State is in no 
way responsible for the said law, which 
was enacted by a cowardly, lobby-ruled 
Congress,’ regardless of the rights of the 
people; secondly, that a law thus en- 
acted, in defiance of public opinion, can 
never be enforced. 

Is {t not everywhere plainly in evi- 
dence that the people will have their 
alcoholic beverages in some shape, law 
or. no law? Also that they will pay the 
exorbitant prices necessary to cover 
both the bootlegging risks and the offi- 
celal graft charges? For these two rea- 
sons enforcement has failed and will 
continue to fail. 

From considerable experience both here 
and in other States I am convinced that 
the deliberate and systematic breaking 
of the’ Volstead law abounds everywhere 
and in every class, including men of the 
highest business and professional stand- 
ing, even clergymen. All regard it as a 
tyrannous invasion of personal liberty, 
involving no moral obligation to obey. 

As to compelling enforcement by local 
police, the Supreme. Court may later go 
to the length of decreeing that the 
States have no remaining rights that 
the Federal Government is bound to 
respect; ‘but this has not yet arrived. 
Therefore, we, citizens of New York, may 
lawfully protest to the Legislature that, 
regardless of the Governor’s message, 


our police shall not be wasted upon a 
task "relatively unimportant as wall as 
impossible.

Durack had gone ’ into 
training for the prospective ‘visit of 
Miss Ethelda Bleibtrey of the New 
York Women’s Swimming Associa- 
tion, the Olympic champion, who is in 
New Zealand at present, and awaited 
eagerly the promised opportunity to try 
conclusions with her young American 
rival. 

One ts led. to believe the illness she 
suffered last Spring, which prevented 
her attending the Olympic Games in 
Antwerp, may have left her in such 


condition that she was unable to regain 
tep form.

Meve Will ‘Disappoint.
